Washington. April 6.— That the presi- 


dent's message v, ill go to congress to- 
day was the best information obtain- 
able 
in 
"Washington last evening, 


through the kaleidoscope of internal 
events appears to be moving so rapidly 
at Madrid as to make possible some 
new and possibly remarkable change 
in the aspect of affairs that will pre- 
vent this statement holding good.

The attitude of congress on this policy 
cannot be foretold in advance of its 
official promulgation in the president's 
message. 


The day was prolific of reports of 


mediation on the part of the European 
powers, but a summary of all the new.? 
on this point is that the powers of 
Europe cannot agree, and that their 
interference would be unacceptable to 
the government of the United States. 
Throughout the day unusual activity 
was manifest at the foreign embassies 
and legations representing the great 
powers of Europe. M. Cambon, the 
French ambassador, and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, England's representative, 
were especially active. 


The German ambassador, Dr. Von 


Holleben, appears to be the only one 
not actively participating in the con- 
ferences, but there is reason to believe 
he is kept fully advised on the senti- 
ments at Berlin concerning the Spanish 
jrituaficn. Accompanying the diplo- 
matic , comment was an undercurrent 
of suggestion that developments in Cuba 
were not unlocked for, and that the 
pressure of the powers and the pope on 
Spain might yet bring about an armis- 
.tice in which both Spanish troops and 
"insurgents would participate. Viewed 
from the official standpoint here, the 
time for that has gone by, and there 
is little likelihood that the insurgents 
could be induced to lay down their 
arms even for a time. 


At the Capitol yesterday tremendous 


effort was made to have congress sup- 
port the outlined policy of the presi- 
dent. A general belief was expressed 
when the house adjourned that a ma- 
jority of the house committee on for- 
eign affairs was ready to support Mr. 
McKinley's plan, and the impression 
prevailed that a resolution in line with 
the recommendations of the president 
would be reported from the committee. 


There is a great deal of uncertainty

Conservative El liberal Intimutes 


That War Is Inevitable. 


London, April 6.—The Madrid corre- 


spondent of The Times says: "The 
horizon blackens once anew, and con- 
gress is the cloud which grows more 
imminent. The reported mediation of 
the pope sent stocks up yesterday with 
a rush. Today they may fall back just 
as swiftly. The London correspondent 
of The Epoca sees reason for declaring 
that President McKinley has not com- 
municated with the pope, and The 
Epoca is not an alarmist organ. 


"The talk of armistice 
has done 


something toward inducing calm, al- 
though armistice 
is admittedly no 


magic word, but a verbal expression 
for a fact struck by at least two mili- 
tant parties. Today it is being remem- 
bered that, before the armistice pro- 
jected in Cuba becomes an accomplish- 
ed fact, no fewer than five parties 
must be consulted in one form or other. 
These are the United States, the Au- 
tonomists of Cuba, the Autonomists of 
the mother country, the government of 
the mother country and the rebels in 
the field. 


"It has been usual of late, perhaps 


unreasonably usual, to attribute every 
sinister impression to a jingo source. 
No imputation whatever of jingoism 
can be attached to El Liberal, which 
is ministerial, deliberate and unsen- 
sational, and has loyally stood by the 
government in every detail of their 
procedure until quite recently. Today 
El Liberal says it 'fears the ray of light 
serves only to show the darkness, and 
that the guiding thread 'leading the 
way out of the labyrinth is snapped.' 
The effect of the Cuban cabinet's mani- 
festo is regarded here as doubtful, for 
similar experiments have been tried 
before, and unsuccessfully. 


"For many days past the?e has been

The stereotyped expres- 
sion, 'peace with honor,' is just now 
the veritable watchword of Spain, but 
if peace means the sacrifice of her pet 
policy, or an armistice conducing to 
that loss, the result, in the unswerving 
opinion of the Spaniards, would be na- 
tional dishonor, and war, external or 
civil, will be preferred. 
Such is the 


creed of this country, •which professes 
that it will welcome peace if presented 
in the sweetness of sincerity, but peace 
in the form of a gilded pill, never. 


"If mediation comes, it comes late; 


whether too late events w ill duly show. 
Passions are running high, while the 
American congress—so Madrid has been 
told—is not a barrier to be likely over- 
riden even by a president with a sensi- 
ble majority at his back. This latter 
Is the reason why today El Liberal, 
speaking fairly for all classes, is eager 
to hear what congress will say to the 
pope as a peacemaker.

In an interview at Madrid Sunday 


Senor Sagasta, the Spanish 
premier,

"We did not object in principle to an 


armistice for the Cuban insurgents. Wre 
are, however, of the opinion that it 
does not behoove Spain to take the 
initiative, and that a suspension of 
hostilities ought to be asked for by the 
insurgents. We suggested that the Uni- 
ted States government might, if so in- 
clined, exercise its influence with the 
insurgents to Induce them to apply for 
an armistice, with a view to further the 
ends of peace, on the understanding, 
however, that the armistice would be 
destined to lead to the submission of 
the insurgents to the new autonomous 
regime." 


Senor Sagasta declared further that 


the question of Cuban independence, 
the sale of that colony or any invasion 
of Spanish rights was not mentioned in 
the recent negotiations.

AN ILLINOIS TOWN STRICKEN. 


at Shawneetown, Ills., a town~'of 
inhabitants, broke a mile above th» 
town, and the place was quickly sub- 
merged, many houses being swept 
away. It is now known that 23 persons- 
were drowned, and the death list may 
reach 30. There are now 1,500 people in 
need of the actual necessities of life,

The flood at the time the damage was. 


caused and the people were drowned 
was not over three feet in depth.

rushed in with such violence, however,, 
that all people who were caught waist 
deep in the stream were hurled to- 
gether and smothered before they could 
rise. 
The flood was so quick and so thor- 


ough in its work that not a merchant* 
a butcher, a baker, a dry goods man or- 
any dealer in a,ny of the other neces- 
saries of life was able to save any por- 
tion of his stock. The consequence is 
that today in Shawneetown there ia 
not a loaf of bread, a pound of meat 
or an ounce of drugs that can 
be- 


bought with money. There is abso-. 
lutely nothing in the town for sale. 
Charles Carroll, the richest man in, 
Gallatin county, was obliged to stand in 
line at the relief boat and receive food1 
for his family from the contributions 
of adjoining towns.

W ashington, April 6.—That the presi­ 
dent’s message will go to congress to­ 
day w as the best information obtain­ 
able 
in 
W ashington 
last 
evening*, 
through the kaleidoscope of 
internal 
events appears to be m oving so rapidly 
at Madrid as to make possible some 
new and possibly remarkable change 
in the aspect of affairs that will pre~ 
vent this statem ent holding good. The 
m essage is ready, m akes about 7,000 
words, and has been approved by the 
cabinet. 
It recommends armed inter­ 
vention, but so far as known without 
stating that this should be immediate 
by the United States, to prevent hos­ 
tilities and succor for the starving peo­ 
ple. 
It makes an 
argum ent 
against 
recognition of 
independence 
at 
this 
time, and leaves it clear that in the 
opinion of the administration it is the 
duty of the governm ent to supervise 
the affairs of the island until, in the 
light of fuller and later knowledge, a 
Btable government can be established. 
The attitude of congress on this policy 
cannot be foretold in advance of its 
official promulgation in the president’s 
message. 


The day w as prolific of reports of 
mediation on the part of the European 
powers, but a sum m ary of all the news 
on this point is that the powers of 
Europe cannot agree, and that their 
interference would be unacceptable to 
the government of the United States. 
Throughout the day unusual activity 
w as m anifest at the foreign em bassies 
and legations representing the great 
powers of Europe. 
M. Cambon, 
the 
French ambassador, and 
Sir 
Julian 
Pauncefote, England’s representative, 
were especially active. 


The German ambassador, Dr. Von 
Holleben, appears to be the only one 
not actively participating in the con­ 
ferences, but there is reason to believe 
he is kept fully advised on the senti­ 
m ents at Berlin concerning the Spanish 
jsituafion. 
A ccom panying 
the 
diplo­ 
m atic comment w as an undercurrent 
of suggestion that developm ents in Cuba 
were not unlooked for, and that the 
pressure of the powers and the pope on 
Spain m ight yet bring about an arm is­ 
tic e in which both Spanish troops and 
insurgents would participate. 
Viewed 
from the official standpoint here, the 
time for that has gone by, and there 
is little likelihood that the insurgents 
could be induced to lay down 
their 
arms even for a time. 


At the Capitol yesterday tremendous 
effort w as made to have congress sup­ 
port the outlined policy of the presi­ 
dent. 
A general belief w as expressed 
when the house adjourned that a m a­ 
jority of the house com mittee on for­ 
eign affairs was ready to support Mr. 
M cKinley’s plan, and the impression 
prevailed that a resolution in line with 
the recommendations of the president 
would be reported from the committee. 


There is a great deal of uncertainty 
regarding the senate committee. A de­ 
bate which occurred in the executive 
session of the senate late yesterday a f­ 
ternoon would indicate that, no m atter 
what was the character of the resolu­ 
tion to come from the committee, the 
resolution would cause a serious and 
perhaps prolonged discussion. 
It em ­ 
phasized the fact that there are two 
elements in the senate, one for inde­ 
pendence with intervention and the 
other for intervention alone, and these 
two factions will fight vigorously for 
their ideas. 


The prevailing opinion among sena­ 
tors is that the committee will recede 
from its position for both independence 
and intervention and report a resolu­ 
tion in accordance with the president’s 
recommendation for intervention alone, 
but this is not certain. 


“The United States ought im m ediate­ 
ly to declare war against Spain, and to 
maintain that war until the people of 
Cuba are made 
free 
from 
Spanish I 
starvation and cruelty and the govern- ! 
ment of the island firmly established , 
as an independent republic,” 
This ut­ 
terance by Senator Chandler, of New 
Hampshire, in a carefully prepared . 
statem ent of the position on the Cu­ 
ban crisis, was the clim ax of an ex ­ 
tended discussion of the subject par­ 
ticipated in by several m em beis in the 
senate yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Tur­ 
ner, of W ashington, took substantially 
the same position as that of Mr. Chand­ 
ler, basing his demand for action upon 
the Maine catastrophe. 
Mr. Turpie, of 
Indiana, one of the members of the 
foreign relations committee, briefly but 
scathingly reviewed the Spanish con­ 
duct of Cuban affairs and declared in 
the strongest terms for 
intervention 
that 
would 
mean 
som ething—that 
w ould. drive 
Spain 
from 
control of 
•very foot of territory in the western 
hemisphere. 


The safety of General Lee, our con­ 
suls and other Americans in Cuba is a 
m atter of concern to the state depart- 
ment. 
Advices from General Lee in­ 
dicate that the transportation of all 
Americans from Cuba would take some 
time, and apparently showed that he 
did not share fully in the apprehension 


felt here. 
It is 
thought 
over 
1,000 
Americans will be eager to leave H a­ 
vana today.

TII13 FEE LIN G IN M ADRID. 


C onservative El 
"Liberal In tim ates 
T hat W ar Is Iu ev ita h le. 


London, April 6.—The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of The Tim es says: 
“The 
horizon blackens once anew, and con­ 
gress is the cloud which grows more 
imminent. 
The reported mediation of 
the pope sent stocks up yesterday with 
a rush. Today they m ay fall back just 
as swiftly. 
The London correspondent 
of The Epoca sees reason for declaring 
that President McKinley has not com ­ 
municated with the pope, and The 
Epoca is not an alarm ist organ. 


“The talk of 
arm istice 
has 
done 
som ething toward inducing calm, al­ 
though 
armistice 
is 
admittedly 
no 
m agic word, but a verbal expression 
for a fact struck by at least two mili­ 
tant parties. Today it is being remem­ 
bered that, before the armistice pro­ 
jected in Cuba becomes an accompilsh- 
td fact, no fewer than 
five 
parties 
m ust be consulted in one form or other. 
These are the United States, the A u­ 
tonom ists of Cuba, the Autonomists of 
the mother country, the government of 
the mother country and the rebels in 
the field. 


“It has been usual of late, perhaps 
unreasonably usual, to attribute every 
sinister impression to a jingo source. 
No imputation w hatever of jingoism 
can be attached to El Liberal, which 
is ministerial, deliberate and unsen- 
sational, and has loyally stood by the 
government in every detail of their 
procedure until quite recently. 
Today 
El Liberal says it ‘fears the ray of light 
serves only to show the darkness, and 
that the guiding thread leading the 
w ay out of the labyrinth is snapped.* 
The effect of the Cuban cabinet’s mani­ 
festo is regarded here as doubtful, for 
sim ilar experiments have been 
tried 
before, and unsuccessfully. 


“For m any days past thef£ has been 
talk of an armistice, which is now be­ 
ing attributed to the papal scheme of 
mediation, but the talk should have 
gone deeper. 
The stereotyped expres­ 
sion, ‘peace with honor,* is just now 
the veritable watchword of Spain, but 
if peace m eans the sacrifice of her pet 
policy, or an armistice conducing to 
that loss, the result, in the unswerving 
opinion of the Spaniards, would be na­ 
tional dishonor, and war, external or 
civil, will be preferred. 
Such is the 
creed of this country, which professes 
that it will welcome peace if presented 
in the sw eetness of sincerity, but peace 
in the form of a gilded pill, never. 


“If mediation comes, it com es late; 
whether too late events will duly show. 
Passions are running high, while the 
American congress—so Madrid has been 
told-^is not a barrier to be likely over­ 
riden even by a president with a sensi­ 
ble majority at his back. 
This latter 
Is the reason w hy today El Liberal, 
speaking fairly for all classes, is eager 
to hear w hat congress will say to the 
pope as a peacemaker.

Spain** F orm id ab le

Christina, of Spain, had appealed to 
Austria for mediation, but her cousin, 
Emperor Francis Joseph, will extend 
only sym pathy, 


Thursday w as a day of anxious w ait­ 
ing for Spain’s reply to President Mc­ 
K inley’s demand for Cuban indepen­ 
dence, 
W hen the reply arrived, late at 
night, it w as not given out for pub­ 
lication, but it was plainly intimated 
that it w as entirely unsatisfactory. On 
that day W illiam J, Bryan w as inter­ 
viewed at his home in Lincoln, Neb., 
and he declared unqualifiedly for inter­ 
vention, even at the risk of war’s hor­ 
rors, in order to save the starving Cu­ 
bans. 


Last Friday w as a day of great ex­ 
citement. It was given out, though not 
officially reported, that the reply of tin: 
Spanish government to the presidents 
letter was very unsatisfactory, 
and 
that a m essage would be sent to con­ 
gress explaining tiie whole position on 
Monday of this week. The general opin­ 
ion on that day was that congress 
would declare for armed interven.UOii, 
thaC Spu.u would resist apti that 


would ‘follow, 
A telegram from Mad­ 
rid announced that Spain's formidable 
torpedo flotilla had arrived at Porto 
Rico, but this proved to be untrue. 
The fleet encountered a severe storm 
en route, and the vessels were com­ 
pelled to seek shelter at Cape Verdo 
islands, in a badly crippled condition, 
to make repairs. They are 2,500 mile.? 
from Porto Rico. 


On Saturday the reports had it that 
the president *vas unalterably opposed 
to the war spirit in congress. 
It was 
given out that the suffering reconcen­ 
trados in Cuba were now, owing 
to 
American charity, being properly fed, 
and that should armed intervention be 
declared 200,000 of them would die of 
starvation. 
It w as asserted that the 
tom ing m essage would endeavor to pre­ 
vent action by congress at present. 


Last Sunday’s reports were 
rather 
conflicting, and would make it appear 
that the president 
was 
inclined 
to 
avert war on the Spanish 
assurance 
that the reconcentrados in Cuba would 
be provided for. 
But it now looks as 
if this statem ent w as priven out to se­ 
cure delay, as it w as also asserted that 
the governm ent had purchased large 
quantities 
of

abroad, 
which had not yet been shipped. P ow ­ 
der makers in this country, too, are 
clam oring for 
more 
time. 
Statistics 
were published to show that no more 
formidable fleet of war 
vessels w as 
ever gathered together, under any flag, 
than Commodore Schley’s flying squad­ 
ron at 
Ham pton Roads. 
A 
W ayne, 
Me., dispatch announced the invention 
of a terrible engine of war by Hudson 
Maxim, brother of the fam ous gun in­ 
ventor. 
This latest invention is called 
the Maxim aerial 
torpedo, and 
will 
throw a ton of dynam ite a distance of 
five miles. 


In an interview at Madrid Sunday 
Senor Sagasta, the Spanish 
premier, 
said: 


“W e did not object in principle to an 
armistice for the Cuban insurgents. W e 
are, however, of the opinion that it 
does not behoove Spain 
to take the 
Initiative, and that a suspension of 
hostilities ought to be asked for by the 
insurgents. W e suggested that the U ni­ 
ted States government might, if so in­ 
clined, exercise its influence with the 
insurgents to induce them to apply for 
an armistice, w ith a view to further the 
ends of peace, on the understanding, 
however, that the armistice would be 
destined to lead to the submission of 
the insurgents to the new autonomous 
regime.” 


Senor Sagasta declared further that 
the question of Cuban independence, 
the sale of that colony or any invasion 
of Spanish rights w as not mentioned in 
the recent negotiations. 


In the senate Monday Mr. Perkins, of 
California, openly asserted that Spain 
w as responsible for the Maine outrage. 
Mr. Mitchell, the conservative W iscon­ 
sin Republican senator, replied to a 
private letter urging peace, that “the 
Maine episode will not down. 
It stands 
before the American people a plain 
case of treachery. 
Perfidy and cruelty 
run In the Spanish blood. A nation that 
would allow such an outrage to go un­ 
punished would not deserve to exist.”

ing North German Lloyd steamers, but 
the ships offered will not be finished 
for months, so the negotiations were 
dropped. 
The 
torpedo 
boat 
Somers, 
purchased in 
Germany, 
w as experi­ 
m entally fitted with a quadruple ex­ 
pansion engine, as likely to save the 
most coal. 
It has been successfully 
tested. 
Spain has not purchased any 
vessels in Germany, 


W ork on the M aine W reck Suspended

The malady is always associated with 
impoverishment of the blood and the 
relative increase of its white cells, also 
with marked enlargement 
of 
the 
spleen and changes in the bone mar­ 
row, and generally ends fatally within 
two years after the first appearance of 
symptoms. 
The swellings, which are 
at first isolated, vary from the size of 
a bean to that of a hen’s egg, and 
finally multiply and coalesce, forming- 
an almost continuous chain of growths, 
those encircling the neck being often 
larger in circumference than the head. 


The early removal of the primary 
enlargement is sometimes beneficial, 
and occasionally curative, but as a 
rule the fundamental error of nutri­ 
tion, which is at the bottom of all the 
trouble, is scarcely possible of correc- -| 
tion by internal remedies. 
The pre­ 
disposing causes of the disease are not 
hereditary in character.

such as an ulcerated tooth, an inflamed 
throat or a “running” ear.

times, however, death results from 
suffocation, or from starvation in con­ 
sequence of obstructive growths in 
tho throat.—New York Herald. 


B o ttle s M ad e o f P a p e r. 


A German paper-maker has recently 
obtained letters patent on bottles made 
of paper, for use on board of ships par­ 
ticularly. It has been a cause of much 
damage to steamer lines that in bad 
weather a large number of bottles of 
wine and other liquors are broken in 
the storerooms, In spite of every pre­ 
caution. The new bottles are made of 
a composition which, with the solution 
in which they are made water tigh**, 1» 
still the inventor’s secret. After being 
Impregnated with this fluid the paper 
bottles are slowly dried in gas stoves, 
and thi3 process of drying must be 
watched carefully, for otherwise the 
bottles would remain porotis and al­ 
low the fluid to leak out. These bottles 
can be handled roughly without the 
least apprehension; neither the pitch­ 
ing nor the rolling of a great steamer 
during rough wfeathcr nor the break- 
irg down of a trucfc upon which they 
are loaded loosely would be apt to 
damage a single paper 
bottle.—New 
York Herald.

HOW UNCLE SAM GETS RID OF 


LAPIDATED PAPER MONEY. 


Dl- 


A Million Wollars Itoduced to Pulp Dally 


— The Marerated Bill* Turned Into 
Useful Articles-Fate of National Bank 
Notes-lledeeiiilitK Fragment* of Bills. 
A million dollars a day. This is the 


amount that Uncle Sam makes away 
with, says J. Cecil Henderson in Suc- 
cess. 
Every piece of money which 


becomes too dirty or too dilapidated 
for use may be presented to the 
United States treasury for redemption. 
Each day there is sent from the dif- 
ferent banks throughout the country, 
fully a million dollars' worth of this 
soiled or torn paper. 
Every bundle 


of money received is turned over to 
an expert, who, after carefully count- 
ing aud inspecting the notes to see 
that no counterfeits are among them, 
places them together in small pack- 
ages, and marks on the wrapper the 
amount contained in each bundle. 
They are then passed under a ma- 
chine which punches a hole in each 
corner of every package; and cut into 
halves, lengthwise, one-half is sent to 
one division, and the remaining half 
to another, to be recounted by two 
other people. All counts must tally 
with each other before the bills are 
ready for destruction. 


The next move is to transport the 


money to the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, where it is reduced to 
pulp by what is cal'i-d maceration. 
Into an immense revolving cylinder 
containing 
several 
disintegrating 


chemicals, the bills are thrown. 
The 


pulp thus produced is pressed into 
sheets, which strongly resemble while j 
cardboard. This substance, which is^ 
used for various purposes, such as' 
newspaper, writing paper, and souve- 
nirs, is sold by the government for 
about forty dolfars a ton, the money 
received paying the entire expenses of 
inacevation.

Every afternoon these 
bills, representing from a hundred 
thousand to half a million dollars, are 
destroyed in the basement of the 
treasury building. 
The door of the 


maceration room is secured by huge 
padlocks, and can be opened only by 
the three officials who hold the keys. 


Nothing less than two-fifths of a 


note will be redeemed. To the hold- 
er of this fraction of a bill, the govern- 
ment will allow half of the original 
face value. For three-fifths of a note, 
fall value will be given. 


It occasionally happens that scraps 


of bills which have been almost en- 
tirely destroyed by fire or otherwise, 
are presented for redemption. 
So ex- 


pert are some of the treasury clerks 
in determining to what special note, 
or kind of note a scrap of money 
belongs, that the owner of the dam- 
aged bills usually receives some con- 
siderable part of their face value. A 
majority of the government clerks are 
women, who are said to be more hon- 
est and trustworthy than men, besides 
having in a more marked degree the 
delicacy of touch required for the de- 
tection of bad money. 


Some of these women are the most 


expert and accurate counters and de- 
tectors in the world. Their sense of j 
touch is so highly educated that the j 
instant they pass a bill through their 
fingers they know whether it is a 
gennine or a bogus note. Many bills 
are such clever imitations that they 
circulate through the country for a 
long time before being presented at 
the treasury, where they are almost 
invariably detected.

laimed or readily admitted by many 
farmers, questioned by others, and 
denied by not a few. 


In view of the financial ami many 


other advantages of good roads, a ma- 
jority of the farmers of the state would, 
doubtless, favor their construction as 
rapidly as practicable under some ef- 
ficient, economical and equitable sys- 
tem of highway improvement. 
But 


there is a considerable proportion of 
the farmers—doubtless one-tilth and 
possibly one-fourth—who have little 
knowledge or appreciation of the bene- 
fits of good roads and who, therefore, 
object on account of the great cost of 
highway improvement. 
The farmers 


of this class know what they will have 
to bear their full share of the burden 
of such improvements; they discredit 
(not wholly without reason) the state- 
ments and conclusions of many public 
wiiters as to the losses and gaius to 
farmers from poor and good roads re- 
spectively; hanee they view with ap- 
prehension the general agitation in 
favor of improved highways.

The averages of these estimates 


should give—and they probably do 
give approximately—the consensus of 
opinion, held by the most intelligent 
farmers of the state, as to the cost aud 
money value of improved highways 
aud the loss due to poor roads. 


The approximate averages for the 


forty counties are as follows: 


First—The average estimated in- 


crease in the selling price of laud due 
to exist iug improved 
highways is 


$G. 48 per acre. 
The estimates from 


which the average is made refer in 
most cases to lands near the improved 
roads; but in a few instances they ap- 
ply to all the lauds of the county. 
The average increase, therefore, of 
$6.48 per acre is lower than was in- 
tended for the lands near the improved 
roads. 


Second—The estimated average in- 


crease per acre that would result from 
improving all the public reads is §9. 


Third—The estimated average cost 


of converting the common public roads 
into improved highways is $1146 per 
mile. 


Fourth—The estimated average an- 


nual loss, per 100 acres, from poor 
roads is 376.28. 


If these estimates are even approxi- 


mately correct, they furnish a key to 
the satisfactory solution of the ques- 
tion of highway improvement from the 
money standpoint. 
On the basis of 


the last mentioned estimate the aver- 
age annual loss per acre from, poor 
roads is over 76 cents. In five years 
the losses would aggregate S2432 for 
every section of laud, and this sum 
would construct two miles at a cost of 
$1226 per mile, which is §70 per mile 
above the estimated cost given by the 
farmers themselves.

DESTROYED BY MACHINE 


HOW UNCLE SAM GETS RID OF DI­ 
LAPIDATED PAPER MONEY.

A million dollars a day. 
This is the 
amount that Uncle Sam makes away 
with, says J. Cecil Henderson in Suc­ 
cess. 
Every piece of money which 
becomes too dirty or too dilapidated 
for use may be presented to the 
United States treasury for redemption. 
Each day there is sent from the dif­ 
ferent banks throughout the country, 
fully a million dollars1 worth of this 
soiled or torn paper. 
Every bundle 
of money received is turned over to 
an expert, who, after carefully count­ 
ing and inspecting the notes to see 
that no counterfeits are among them, 
places them together in small pack­ 
ages, and marks on the wrapper the 
amount contained in each bundle. 
They are then passed under a ma­ 
chine which punches a hole in each 
corner of every package; and cut into 
halves, lengthwise, one-half is sent to 
one division, and the remaining half 
to another, to be recounted by two 
other people. 
All counts must tally 
with each other before the bills are 
ready for destruction. 


The next move is to transport the 
money to the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, where it is reduced to 
pulp by what is called maceration. 
Into an immense revolving cylinder 
containing 
several 
disintegrating 
chemicals, the bills are thrown. 
The 
pulp thus produced is pressed into 
sheets, which strongly resemble white 
cardboard. 
This substance, which is 
used for various purposes, such as* 
newspaper, writing paper, and souve­ 
nirs, is sold by the government for 
about fortv dollars a tou, the monev 
received paying the entire expenses of 
macevation. 


The only kind of money not de­ 
stroyed at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing is that issued by National 
banks. 
These notes are not taken 
charge of by those having the care of 
bank currency. Every afternoon these 
bills, representing from a hundred 
thousand to half a million dollars, are 
destroyed in the basement of the 
treasury building. 
The door of the 
maceration room is secured by huge 
padlocks, and can be opened only by 
the three officials who hold the keys. 


Nothing less than two-fifths of a 
note will be redeemed. 
To the hold­ 
er of this fraction of a bill, the govern­ 
ment will allow half of the original 
face value. 
For three-fifths of a note, 
full value will be given. 


It occasionally happens that scraps 
of bills which have been almost en­ 
tirely destroyed by fire or otherwise, 
are presented for redemption. 
So ex­ 
pert are some of the treasury clerks 
in determining to what special note, 
or kind of note a scrap of money 
belongs, that the owner of the dam­ 
aged bills usually receives some con­ 
siderable part of their face value. 
A 
majority of the government clerks are 
women, who are said to be more hon­ 
est aud trustworthy than men, besides 
having in a more marked degree the 
delicacy of touch required for the de­ 
tection of bad money. 


Some of these women are the most 
expert and accurate counters and de­ 
tectors in the world. 
Their sense of 
touch is so highly educated that the 
instant they pass a bill through their 
fingers they know whether it is a 
genuine or a bogus uote. 
Many bills 
are such clever imitations that thev* 
circulate through the country for a 
long time before being p r e s e n t e d at 
the treasury, where they are almost 
invariably detected.

Japan will before long be in posses­ 
sion of a navy of quite phenomenal di­ 
mensions. 
Sharis building not only 
more but also better ships than any 
other power save England. 
Three 
vessels of 14,800 tons, two of which 
are nearly finished, are being built in 
British yards; one battleship of 10,000 
tons is being built by Armstrong; four 
first class armored cruisers of 9600 
tons, with a speed of twenty knots,are 
assigned to Armstrong, 
one to the 
Vulcan company near Stettin, and one 
to France; two cruisers of 500 tons, 
with a speed of twenty-three knots, 
are ordered in the United States; one 
cruiser of 4300 tons, with twenty-three 
knots,and eight torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers, with thirty 'knots, 
in England; 
eight torpedo boats at Elbing, four in 
France,and three cruisers of 300 tons, 
with twenty knots, three torpedo boats 
aud a signal ship are being built in 
the imperial yard at Jokosk,in Japan, 
where an ironclad cruiser of 9600 tons, 
with twenty knots, will soon be begun. 


Japan has also ordered her torpedo 
boat flotilla to be fitted out as quickly 
as possible in her own yards, 
and is 
about to form a second squadron. 


It is evident from the above that 
the Japanese navy will soon rank next 
to that of France, 
and considerably 
ahead of the fleets of Germany, Russia 
and the United States. 
It is unnec­ 
essary to say that it will consist ex­ 
clusively of vessels of the latest type3.

VALFE OF GOOD ROADS. 


IMPORTANT FACTS FOR RURAL COM- 
MUNITIES TO CONSIDER. 


l i l i g o i t G r a p e v i n e i n t h e W o r l d . 


The mammoth grapevine growing 
near Carpinteria, Cal., 
is the largest 
in the world. 
The massive trunk of 
the vine is seven feet eight iuches in 
circumference, its size and appearance 
suggesting an oak rather thaira grape­ 
vine. 
Its branches rest on a stalwart 
frame, covering a space one-third of 
an acre. 
It is of the Mission variety 
aud produces annually about ten tons 
of grapes. 
It was planted in lb42. 
Beneath the thick leaves of the vine 
800 persons could find protection at 
the same time from the summer heat. 
Thirty years ago the vine formed a 
roof over so large a spa?e that it was 
used as an election booth. 
The first

in Santa Barbara county 
under American rule was held beneath 
its branches of ripening grapes.

The following paper upon “ The 
Value of Good Koads to Farmers” was 
written by Professor Latta of Purdue 
university, Indiana: That good roads 
have a money value to farmers will be 
granted by all. That the money value 
of improved highways is aloue suffi­ 
cient to justify the cost of their con­ 
struction, 
will 
be 
confidentially 
claimed or readily admitted by many 
farmers, questioned by others, and 
denied by not a few. 


In view of the financial aud mauy 
other advantages of good roads, a ma­ 
jority of the farmer^ of the state would, 
doubtless, favor their constiuetion as 
rapidly as practicable under some ef­ 
ficient, economical and equitable sys­ 
tem of highway improvement 
But 
there is a considerable proportion of 
the farmers—doubtless one-fifth and 
possibly one-fourth—who have little 
knowledge or appreciation of the bene­ 
fits of good roads and who, therefore, 
object on account of the great cost of 
highway improvement. 
The farmers 
of this class know what they will havo 
to bear their full share of the burden 
of such improvements; they discredit 
(not wholly without reason) the state­ 
ments and conclusions of many public 
writers as to the losses aud gaius to 
farmers from poor and good roads re­ 
spectively; hence they view with ap­ 
prehension the general agitation in 
favor of improved highways. 
Ignor­ 
ing or undervaluing the educational 
and social advantages, as well as the 
comfort and enjoyment of good road^, 
or feeling unable to pay the price of 
such benefits, these farmers regard 
with distrust aud disfavor measures 
for highway improvement; aud they 
are likely to oppose efforts for the bet­ 
terment of our roads unless they can 
fitsb be convinced that good roads will 
prove a paying financial investment. 
Speaking, therefore, in behalf of those 
who for any reason are not influenced 
by the higher considerations in favor 


thorough knowledge of the matters 
under consideration. 


Tho averages of theso estimate? 
should give—and they probably do 
give approximately—the consensus of 
opinion, held by the most intelligent 
farmers of the state, as to the cost aud 
money value of improved highways 
and the loss due to poor roads. 


The approximate averages for the 
forty counties are as follows: 


First—The average estimated in­ 
crease in the selling price of land duo 
to existing improved 
highways is 


48 per acre. 
The estimates from 
which tho average is made refer in 
most cases to lands near the improved 
roads; but in a few iustances they ap­ 
ply to all the lands of the county. 
The average increase, 
therefore, of 
$6,48 per acre is lower than was in­ 
tended for the lands near the improved 
roads. 


Second—The estimated average in­ 
crease per acre that would result from 
improving all the public roads is $9. 


Third—The estimated average cost 
of converting the common public roads 
into improved highways is $1146 per 
mile. 


Fourth—The estimated average an­ 
nual loss, 
per 100 acres, 
from poor 
roads is $76.28. 


If these estimates are even approxi­ 
mately correct, they furnish a key to 
the satisfactory solution of the ques­ 
tion of highway improvement from the 
money standpoint. 
On the basis of 
the last mentioned estimate the aver­ 
age annual loss per acre from poor 
roads is over 76 cents. 
In five years 
tho lemses would aggregate $2432 for 
every section of land, and this sum 
would construct two miles at a cost of 
$1226 per mile, which is $70 per mile 
above the estimated cost given by the 
farmers themselves. The present road 
tax which, under existing laws, is 
largely thrown away, would, under a 
proper system of road maintenance, 
doubtless keep improved highways in 
perfect repair. 


If the foregoing statements are a 
near approach to the truth, it follows 
that the losses and expenditures which 
farmers actually incur on account of 
poor roads would also secure perma­ 
nently good roads. Can any sane mind 
doubt the wisdom of exchanging the 
losses, delays, accidents and vexation 


of improved highways, I raise the ' of 8Pirt> occasioned by bad roads, for 
question. 
Will it pay the farmers in 


dollars and cents to improve their 
public roads? 


Before attempting to auswer this 
question, let us consider in what ways 
permanently good roads will prove 
financially beneficial to farmers.

AN ANCIENT TIMEPIECE. 


The Egyptian Water Clock Wa» the First 


Medium for Marking Time. 


The water clock, otherwise the clepr 


sydra, seems, unless the Egyptologists 
find something fresh in that land of 
incessant discoveries from the most 
far mists of time, to have been the 
first scientific effort at noting the 
hours. 
A good many people talk 


glibly about the clepsydra who neither 
know its precise construction nor the 
nation who have the credit of con- 
structing it. 
That belongs to the 


Assyrian, and as far back as at least 
over 2600 years ago the clepsydra was 
used in Nineveh under the sway of the 
««cond Sardauapalus. 
It was a brass 


vessel of cylindrical shape, holding 
several gallons of water, which couJd 
only emerge through one tiny hole in 
the side. Thus the trickling of the 
fluid marked a certain amount of time, 
and the water was emptied about half 
a dozen times per diem. In Xineveh 
there was one at the palace and one in 
each principal district. 
These were 


all filled by signal from a watchman 
on a tower at the moment of sunrise, 
and each had an attendant, whose 
business it was to refill the clepsydra 
as soon as it was emptied, the fact 
being announced by criers, much as 
in the last century the watchmen 
drowsily shouted the.hours at night 
throughout the streets of London. 
Some live centuries later aa anony- 
mous genius made a.^reat improvement 
by inserting toothed uheeb, which, 
revolving, turned two hands on a <3ia! 
in clock fashion, thus showing the 
process of the time, whi<*h froiu oae 
filling to empting averaged two hours 
and a half. 
In this shape the clep- 


sydra, which was then chiefly procur- 
able in Egypt, became introduced to 
various other natioas.inclnding Rome, 
where 
it flourished wilh 
various 


splendid 
embellishments until the 


end of the empire. —London standard.

The water clock, otherwise the clep? 
sydra, seems, unless the Egyptologists 
find something fresh in that land of 
incessant discoveries from the most 
far mists of time, to have been the 
first scientific effort at noting the 
hours. 
A good 
many people talk 
glibly about the clepsydra who neither 
know its precise construction nor the 
nation who have the credit of con­ 
structing it. 
That belongs to the 
Assyrian, aud as far back as at least 
over 2600 years ago the clepsydra was 
used in Nineveh under tho sway of the 
second Sardauapalus. 
It was a brass 
vessel of cylindrical shape, holding 
several gallons of water, which could 
only emerge through one liny hole in 
the side. 
Thus the trickling of the 
fluid marked a certain amount of time, 
and the water was emptied about half 
a dozen times per diem, 
In Nineveh 
there was one at the palaco and one in 
each principal district. 
These were 
ail filled by signal from a watchman 
on a tower at the moment of sunrise, 
and each had an attendant, whose 
business it was to refill the clepsydra 
as soon as it was emptied, the fact 
being announced by criers, much as 
in the last century the watchmen 
drowsily shouted the 4Jiours at night 
throughout the streets of London, 
¡Dome five centuries later an anony­ 
mous genius made a great improvement 
by inserting toothed wheels, which, 
revolving, turned two hands on a dial 
in clock fashion, thus showing the 
process of the time, which from one 
filling to empting averaged two hours 
and a half. 
In this shape the clep­ 
sydra, w hich was then chiefly procur­ 
able in Egypt, became introduced to

Washington, April 6.—That the presi- 
dent's inessagre will ko to congress to- 
day was the best information obtain- 
able 
in 
Washington 
last 
evening, 
through the kaleidoscope of 
internal 
events appears to be moving so rapidly 
at Madrid as to make possible some 
new and possibly remarkable 
change 
in the aspect of affairs that will pre- 
vent this statement holding good. Thu 
message is ready, makes about 7,000 
words, and has been approved by the 
cabinet. 
It recommends armed inter- 
vention, but so far as known without 
stating that this should be immediate 
by the United States, to prevent hos- 
tilities and succor for the starving peo- 
ple. 
It makes an 
arffument 
against 
recognition of 
independence 
at 
this 
time, and leaves it clear that in the 
opinion of the administration it is the 
duty of the government to supervise 
the affairs of the island until, in the 
light of fuller and later knowledge, a 
stable government can be established. 
The attitude of congress on this policy 
cannot be foretold in advance of its 
official promulgation in the president's 
message. 


The day was prolific of reports of 
mediation on the part of the European 
powers, but a summary of all the news 
on this point is that the powers of 
Europe cannot agree, and that 
their 
interference would be unacceptable to 
the government of the United States. 
Throughout the day unusual 
activity 
was manifest at the foreign embassies 
and legations representing the 
great 
powers of 
Europe. 
M. Gambon, 
the 
French ambassador, 
and 
Sir 
Julian 
Pauncefote, England's 
representative, 
were especially active. 


The German 
ambassador, 
Dr. 
Von 
Holleben, appears to be the only one 
not actively participating in the con- 
ferences, but there Is reason to believe 
he is kept fully advised on the senti- 
ments at Berlin concerning the Spanish 
jiltuaflon. 
Accompanying 
the 
diplo- 
matic comment was an 
undercurrent 
of suggestion that developments in Cuba 
were not unlooked for, and that 
the 
pressure of the powers and the pope on 
Spain might yet bring about an armis- 
\tlce in which both Spanish troops and 
^insurgents would participate. 
Viewed 
from the offlclal standpoint here, the 
time for that has gone by, and there 
is little likelihood that the insurgents 
could be induced to lay down 
their 
arms even for a time. 


At the Capitol yesterday tremendous 
effort was made to have congress sup- 
port the outlined policy of the presi- 
dent. 
A general belief was expressed 
when the house adjourned that a ma- 
jority of the house committee on for- 
eign affairs was ready to support Mr, 
McKinley's plan, and the 
impression 
prevailed that a resolution In line with 
the recommendations of the president 
would be reported from the committee. 


There is a great deal of uncertainty 
regarding the senate committee. A de- 
bate which occurred in the executive 
session of the senate late yesterday 
af- 
ternoon would indicate that, no matter 
what was the character of the resolu- 
tion to come from the committee, the 
resolution would cause a serious and 
perhaps prolonged discussion. 
It em- 
phasized the fact that there are two 
elements in the senate, one for Inde- 
pendence 
with Intervention 
and 
the 
other for Intervention alone, and these 
two factions will fight vigorously for 
their ideas. 


The prevailing opinion among sena- 
tors is that the committee will recede 
from its position for both Independence 
and intervention and report a resolu- 
tion in accordance with the president's 
recommendation for Intervention alone, 
but this is not certain. 


"The United States ought immediato- 
ly to declare war against Spain, and to 
maintain that war until the people of

senate yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Tur- 
ner, of Washington, took substantially 
the sajne position as that oi Mr. Chand- 
ler, basing his demand for action upon 
the Maine catastrophe. 
Mr. Turpie, of 
Indiana, one of the members of the 
foreign relations committee, briefly but 
scathingly reviewed the Spanish 
con- 
duct of Cuban affairs and declared in 
the strongest terms for 
Intervention 
that 
would 
mean 
something—that 
would. drive 
Spain 
from 
control of 
•very foot of territory in the western 
hemisphere. 


The safety of General Lee, our con- 
suls and other Americans in Cuba is a 
matter of concern to the state dejmrt- 
ment. 
Advices from General Lee In- 
dicate that the transportation of all 
Americans from Cuba v/ould take some 
time, and api^arently showed that he 
did not share fully in the apprehension 


felt here.

"The 
talk of 
armistice 
has 
done 
something toward inducing oalm, al- 
though 
armistice 
is 
admittedly 
no 
magic word, but a verbal expression 
for a fact struck by at least two mili- 
tant parties. Today it is being remem- 
bered that, before the armistice pro- 
jected in Cuba becomes an accompilsh- 
td fact, no fewer than 
five 
parties 
must be consulted in one form or other. 
These are the United States, the Au- 
tonomists of Cuba, the Autonomists of 
the mother country, the government of 
the mother country and the rebels in 
the 
field. 


"It has been usual of late, perhaps 
unreasonably usual, to attribute every 
sinister impression to a jingo source. 
No imputation whatever of jingoism 
can be attached to El Liberal, which 
Is ministerial, 
deliberate and 
unsen- 
sational, and has loyally stood by the 
government 
in every detail of 
their 
procedure until quite recently. 
Today 
El Liberal says it 'fears the ray of light 
serves only to show the darkness, and 
that the guiding thread Jeading the 
way out of the labyrinth is snapped.' 
The effect of the Cuban cabinet's mani- 
festo is regarded here as doubtful, for 
similar experiments have been 
tried 
before, and unsuccessfully. 


"Por many days past ther^i has been 
talk of an armistice, which Is now be- 
ing attributed to the papal scheme of 
mediation, but the talk should 
have 
gone deeper. 
The stereotyped expres- 
sion, 'peace with honor,' is just now 
the veritable watchword of Spain, but 
if peace means the sacrifice of her pet 
policy, or an armistice conducing to 
that loss, the result, in the unswerving 
opinion of the Spaniards, would be na- 
tional dishonor, and war, external or 
civil, will be preferred. 
Such is the 
creed of this country, which professes 
t h a t it will welcome peace if presented 
in the sweetness of sincerity, but peace 
in the form of a gilded pill, never. 


"If mediation comes, it comes late; 
whether too late events will duly show. 
Passions are running high, while the 
American congress—so Madrid has been 
toldáis not a barrier to be likely over- 
riden even by a president with a sensi- 
ble majority at his back. 
This latter 
Is the reason why today El 
Liberal, 
speaking fairly for all classes, is eager 
to hear what congress will say to the 
pope as a peacemaker.

The malady is always associated with 
impoverishment of the blood and the 
relative increase of its white cells, also 
with marked 
enlargement 
of 
the 
spleen and changes in the bone mar- 
row, and generally ends fatally within 
two years after the first appearance of 
symptoms. 
The swellings, which are 
ftt first isolated, vary from the size of 
a bean to that 
of a hen's egg, and 
tinally multiply and coalesce, forming- 
an almost continuous chain of growths 
those encircling the neck being often 
larger iu circumference than the head. 


The early removal of the primary 
enlargement is sometimes beneficial, 
and occasionally curative, but as a 
rule the fundamental error of 
nutri- 
tion, which is at the bottom of all the 
trouble, is scarcely possible of corree- - 
tion by internal remedies. 
The pre- 
disposing causes of the disease are not 
hereditary in character.

The new bottles are made of 
a composition which, with the solution

Btill the inventor's secret. 
After being 
Impregnated with this fluid the paper 
bottles are slowly dried in gas stoves, 
and this process of drying mu«t be 
watched carefully, for otherwise the 
bottles would remain poroils and al- 
low the fluid to leak out. These bottles 
can be handled roughly without the 
lea^t apprehension; neither the pitch- 
ing nor the rolling of a great steamer 
during rough weather nor the break- 
Irg down of a truct upon which thej 
are loaded looe^^Iy would be apt to 
damage a single paper 
bottle.—New

HOW UNCLE SAM GETS R!D OF DI- 
LAPIDATED PAPER MONEY. 


« 
A Million Dollars Kciluroa to Pulp Daily 


— Tlie Muroratecl Bills Turned 
Into 


Usiïful Arth'les-Fnte of National lïank 
Notes—Ketloomlng Fragmenta of Bills. 
A million dollars a day. 
This is the 
auiouut that Uncle Sam makes away 
with, says J. Cecil Henderson in Suc- 
cess. 
Every piece of znouey which 
becomes too dirty or too dilapidated 
for use may be presented 
to 
the 
United States treasm^v for redemption. 
Each day there is sent from the dif- 
ferent banks throughout the country, 
fully a million dollars' worth of this 
soiled or torn paper. 
Every bundle 
of money received is turned over to 
an expert, who, after carefully count- 
ing and inspecting the notes to see 
that no counterfeits are among them, 
places them together in small pack- 
ages, and marks on the wrapper the 
amount contained in each 
bundle. 
They are then passed under a ma- 
chine which punches a hole in each 
corner of every package; and cut into 
halves, lengthwise, one-half is sent to 
one division, and the remaining half 
to another, to be recounted bv two 
other i)eoijle. 
All counts must tally 
with each other before the bills are 
ready for destruction. 


The next move is to transport the 
money to the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, where it is reduced to 
pulp by what is car.t-d maceration. 
Into an immense revolving cylindoi' 
containing 
several 
disintegrating 
chemicals, the bills are thrown, 
The 
pulp thus ijroduced is pressed into 
sheets, which strongly resemble white 
cardboard. 
This substance, which is 
used for various purposes, such as' 
newspaper, writing pajjer, and souve- 
nirs, is sold by the government for 
about fortv dollars a ton, the nionev 
receive.l paving the entire expenses of 
maceration. 


The only kind of money not de- 
stroyed at the Jiureau of Engraving 
and Printing is that issued by National 
banks. 
These notes are not taken 
charge of by those having the care of 
bank currency. Every afternoon these 
bills, representing 
from a hundred 
thousand to half a million dollars, are 
destroyed in the basement 
of 
the 
treasury building. 
The door of the 
maceration room is secured by huge 
padlocks, and can be opened only by 
the three oflicials who hold the keys. 


Nothing less than 
two-fifths of a 
note will be redeemed- 
To the hold- 
er of this fraction of a bill, the govern- 
ment will allow half of the original 
face value. 
Forthree-fifths of a note, 
full value will be given. 


It occasionally happens that scraps 
of bills which have been almost en- 
tirely destroyed by fire or otherwise, 
are j^resented for redemption. 
So ex- 
pert are some of the treasury dorks 
in determining to what special note, 
or kind 
of note a scrap of money 
belongs, that the owner of the dam- 
aged bills usually receives some con- 
siderable part of their face value. 
A 
majority of the government clerks are 
women, who are said to be more hon- 
est and trustworthy than men, besides 
having in a more marked degree the 
delicacy of touch required for the de- 
tection of bad money. 


Some of these women are the most 
expert and accurate counters and de- 
tectors in the world. 
Their sense of 
touch is so highly educated that the 
instant they pass a bill through their 
fingers 
they know whether it is a 
genuine or a bogus note. 
Many bills 


are such clever imitations that thev 


tf 


circulate through the country for a 
long time before being in-esented at 
the treasury, where they are almost 
invariably detected.

VALUE OF GOOD KOADS. 


IMPORTANT FACTS FOR RURAL COM- 
MUNITIES TO CONSIDER.

The following paper 
upon 
' 'The 
Value of Good Koads to Farmers" was 
written by Professor Latta of Purdue 
university, Indiana: That good roads 
have a money value to farmers will be 
granted by all. That the money value 
of improved highways is alone suffi- 
cient to justify the cost of their con- 
struction, 
will 
be 
confidentially 
claimed or readily admitted by many 
farmers, questioned 
by others, and 
denied by not a few. 


In view of the tinancial and many 
other advantages of good roads, a ma- 
jority of the farmers of the state would, 
doubtless, favor their constiuction as 
rapidly-as practicable under 
some ef- 
ficient, economical and equitable sys- 
tem of highway improvement. 
But 
there is a considerable proportion of 
the farmers—doubtless one-iifth and 
jjossibly one-fourth—M*ho have 
little 
knowledge or appreciation of the bene- 
fits of good roads and who, therefore, 
object on account of the great cost of 
highway improvement. 
The farmers 
of this class know what they will have 
to bear their full share of the burden 
of such improvements; they discredit 
(not wholly without reason) the state- 
ments and conclusions of many public 
writers ns to the losses and gains to 
farmers from poor and good roads re- 
si^eotively; hence they view with ap- 
])rehension the general agitation in 
favor of improved highways. 
Ignor- 
ing or undervaluing the educational 
and social a lvantages, as well as the 
couil'ort and enjoyment of good road^, 
or feeling unable to jjay the price of 
such benetils, these farmers regard 
with distrust and disfavor measures 
for hicvhway improvement; and they 
are likely to oppose efforts for the bet- 
teraient; of our roads unless 
they can 
fiist be convinced that good roads will 
prove a paying financial investment. 
Speaking, therefore, in behalf of those 
who for any reason are not influenced 
by the higher considerations iu favor 


thorough knowledge 
of the 
matters 
under consideration. 


The averages of these 
estimate? 
should 
give—and 
they probably do 
give approximately—the consensus of 
opinion, held by the most intelligent 
farmers of the state, as to the cost and 
mono}' value of improved highway's 
and the loss due to poor roads. 


The approximate averages for the 
forty counties are as follows: 


First—The average estimated 
in 
crease in the selling price of laud due 
to existing improved 
highways 
is 
Sn.48 per acre. 
The estimates from 
which the average is made refer in 
most cases to lands near the improved 
roads; but in a few instances they ap- 
ply to all the lands of the 
county. 
The average increase, 
therefore, of 
$í).4r8 per acre is lower than was in- 
tended for the lands near the im^n'oved 
roads. 


Second—The estimated average in- 
crease per acre that would result from 
improving all the public roads is $9, 


Third—The estimated average cost 
of converting the common public roads 
into imjDrovetl highways is $1146 i^er 
mile. 


Fourth—The estimated average an- 
nual loss, 
per 100 acres, 
from poor 
roads is $76.28. 


If these estimates are even approxi- 
mately correct, they furnish a key to 
the satisfactory solution of the ques- 
tion of highway improvement from the 
money standpoint. 
On the basis of 
the last mentioned estimate the aver- 
age annual 
loss per acre from poor 
roads is over 76 cents. 
In 
live years 
the louses would aggregate $2432 for 
every section of laud, and this 
sum 
would construct two miles at a cost of 
$1226 per mile, which is $70 per mile 
above the estimated cost given by the 
farmers themselves. The present road 
tax 
whinh, under 
existing laws, is 
largely thrown away, would, under a 
proper system of road 
maintenance, 
doubtless keep improved highways in 
perfect repair. 


If the foregoing statements are a 
near approach to the truth, it foIloM's 
that the losses and expenditures which 
farmers actually ineur 
on account of 
jaoor roads M*ould also secure perma- 
nently good roads. Can any sane mind 
doubt the wisdom 
of exchanging the 
losses, delays, accidents and vexation 


of improved highways, I raise the ' 
occasioned by bad roads, for 


question. 
Will it pay the farmers in 
dollars and 
cents to improve their 
public roads? 


Before attempting to auswer this 
question, let us consider in what Avays 
l)ermanently good roads will prove 
iinancially beneficial to farmers.

This would enhance the 
vahie of each section of land $5760, 
which is more fhan double the esti- 
mated coat ($2292) of the two miles of 
improved highway, which constitutes 
the quota for the section.

the objection may be raised that the 
improved roads would not increase the 
productive capacity of the land, while 
the oihanced commercial value would 
increase the taxes.

Japan will before long be in posses- 
sion of a navy of quite phenomenal di- 
mensions. 
Bhs^ia building not only 
more but also better ships than 
any 
other power save England. 
Three 
vessels of 14,800 tons, two of 
which 
are nearly finished, are being built iu 
British yards; one battleship of 10,000 
tons is being built by Armstrong; four 
first class armored cruisers of 9600 
tons, with a speed of twenty knots, are

It is of the Mission variety 
and produces annually about ten tons 
of grapes.

could find protection at 
the same time from the summer heat, 
Thi?ty years ago the vine formed a 
roof over so large a spa-^e that it was 
used as an election booth.

If ail the public roads in your 
county were converted into improved 
highways, how much, in your judg- 
ment, would it increase the 
average 
selling jnuce per acre of land through- 
out your county? 


4. 
What would be a fair estimate 
of the cost per mile of converting our 
common dirt roads as they now exist 
into good gravel roads, jDrovided, of 
course, the work were to be ijerl'orjned 
economically under 
tsoine competent, 
general 
supervision, and not ham- 
pered by legal restrictions? 


5, 
Supposing 
that 
your 
county 
were divided into lUO-acre farms and 
thai the average distance of each farm 
from market were five mile^s, what^ in 
your judgment, m'ouM be the average 
annual cost (in dollars and cents) to 
each farmer of our unimproved high^ 
ways? 


In answering the 
fifth 
question 
please take into ac.'ouut the reduced 
loads, increased time, extra wear and 
tear, and loss in sales from inability 
to deliver 2>roduct8 when the market 
is best. 


Over forty replies to these queries 
wore receiveJ. As would be expected, 
from the ditl'erence in soil, 
surface 
and distance from gravel beds, there 
is a wide range iu the estimates of the 
dvl'iirent correspondents. 
Many of 
the estimates 
are i^ecessarily 
mere 
guesses, while others aro based on a 


tion to be $4 per acre, and the tax rate 
1 1-4 per cent. 
This -would meau an 
annual increase in taxes of five cents 
per acre, or $5 per 
hundred acres. 
Would not our objector, after enjoy- 
ing the benefits of good roads, be very 
willing to give therefore the extra $5, 
if necessary? 
Would he keep the 
money and go back to the thraldom of 
mud roads? 
If so, he has the option 
of selling his farm at an advance, ac- 
cording to the average 
estimates of 
his brother 
farmers, that will more 
than doubly reimburse him for his ex- 
penditure on highway 
improvement; 
and he can then remove to some native 
' wild whose quiet waters have not been 
"troubled" by the si^irit of progress. 


I am aware that many intelligent 
farmers will not accept the estimates 
! of their fellow farmers as to the money 
value of good roads—many who will 
even deny that improved highways 
have any appreciable money value. 
I 
am glad to know, however, that many 
of these very same farmers favor good 
roads,aud would aid in their construc- 
tion for the same reason 
that they 
would 
build 
for themselves 
com- 
fortable and even luxurious homes. 


In view of the very general recog- 
nition among farmers of the necessity 
and benefits of good roads. 
I am en- 
couraged to believe that a very large 
proportion of the fanning classes will 
heartily join 
with the peoj^le of the 
cities and towns in an elibrt to devise, 
adopt and put into execution some ef- 
ficient, econumiual and equitable sys- 
tem of highway improvement.

A N C I E N T 
TIIVIEPIECE. 


The Kffyptian Water Clock Wn» the Firat 
Medium for Murklii}; Time. 


The water clock, otherwise the clep-r 
sydra, seems, unless the Egyptologists 
tind something fresh in that land of 
incessant discoveries from the most 
far mists of time, to have been the 
iirst scientific eilbrt at noting the 
hours. 
A good 
many jjeople talk 
glibly about the clepsydra who neither 
know its ijrecise construction nor the 
nation who have the credit of con- 
structing it. 
That belongs to the 
Assyrian, and as far back as at least 
over 26UU years ago the clepsydra was 
used in Nineveh under tho sway of the 
second Sardanapalus. 
It was a brass 
vessel of cylindrical shape, 
holding 
several gallons of water, Avhich could 
only emerge through one tiny hole in 
the side. 
Thus the trickling of the 
fluid marked a certain amount of time, 
and the water was emptied about half 
a dozen times per diem. 
In Nineveh 
there was one at the palace and one in 
each principal district. 
These -svere 
all filled by signal from a watchman 
on a tower at the moment of sunrise, 
and each had an attendant, whose 
business it was to refill the clepsydra 
as soon as it was emptied, 
the fact 
being announced by criers, much as 
in the last century the watchmen 
drowsily shouted the,,hours at night 
throughout the streets of 
London, 
iSome five centuries later an anony- 
mous genius made a great improvement 
by inserliug toothed wheels, which, 
revolving, turned two hands on a dial 
in clock fashion, thus showing the 
process of the time, Avhich from one 
filling to eniijting averaged two hours 
and a half. 
In this shape the 
clep- 
sydra, which Avas then chiefly ¡procur- 
able in Egyi^t, became introduced to 
various other nations,including Home, 
where 
it 
flourished 
with 
various 
sidendid 
embellishments until 
the 
end of the emjnre.—London standard.
